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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect to 
claims 2, 4, 7-9, 14,16,1 9-21 , 23, 27, and 28, the Prior Art does not teach A motor 
control method for controlling at least one of voltage and current applied to a motor, 
which drives a periodic load, from an inverter for varying motor output torque in 
reversed phase with respect to the fundamental wave component of an angular 
acceleration of the motor, the method comprising the steps of: detecting at least one of 
an output voltage value and a voltage command value of the inverter as a detection 
value; and controlling at least one of voltage and current of the inverter to suppress 
periodic rotational speed variations of the motor that result from the periodic load based 
upon the detection value so that one of the output voltage value and voltage command 
value of the inverter does not exceed a predetermined value, taking precedence over 
suppression of the rotational speed variations. Claims 2-4, 7-12, 14-16, 19-23, and 25- 
28 are allowable.
